She heard him patiently to the end of his dif. 
courfe with eyes fixed onthe ground, and an. 
fwered as follows: ‘* I with to. God, father, | 
wifh to God, that my mother had, by my death} 
prevented the mannifold diftreffes [ have endur- 
ed, and have yet to endure as‘long as I live 
Had fhe kindly {tiled me-at-my birth, I fhould 
not have felt the pain of death, wor numberlefy 
other pains to Which life hath fubjected me. Con. 
fider, father, our deplorable coidition. § Our 
hufbands go out to hunt with their bows and ar. 
rows, and trouble themfelves. no farther. We 
are dragged along with one infant. at our breag 
and another in a bafket. They return in the 
evening without any burthen ; we return with 
the burthen of our children ; and though tired 
out with along march, and not permitted to fleep, 
but labour the whole night in grinding maize to 
make chica forthem. ‘They get drunk, and iz 
their drunkenefs they beat us, draw us by the 
hair of the head, and tread us under foot. And 
what have we to comfort us for flavery, perhiaps 
of twenty years? A young wife is broughtin 
upon us, who is permitted to abufe us and our 
children, becaufe we are no longer regarded. 
Can human nature endure fuch tyrranny ? What 
Kindnefs can we fhew to our female children, 


equal to that of delivering them from fuch fer- | 


vitude, more bitter a thoufand times than death? 
I fay again, would to God my mother had put 


me under ground the moment | was born.”

ADAM Lapouchin, the great ornament of 
the court of Peterfburg, during the reign 
of the Emprefs Elizabeth, having contraéted an 
intimacy with a foreign ambaflador, was brought 
under fufpicion of plotting with him: againft the 
government, and was accordingly condemned to 
undergo the punifhment of the knout.

« 7ARIOUS and exagerated reports have been 
V circulated throughout the country adjacent

We can aflure the public, from the beft authort- 
ty, that there has been fewer deaths, this, than 
st any other feafon, for eight or ten years palt. 
And that there is no fever of an Epidemic nature, 
in New-York, 

Bets are now depending here, that one third 
more people died at Philaaelphia in the months of 
July and Auguft, than in New-York. Itisa fact, 
that New-York is ina more healthy ftate than 
common at this feafun. Every precaution is ta- 
ken to prevent infected Welt-India, and other 
yveflels from approaching, whieh even Philadel- 

hia is as much expofed as we. ‘The circulation 
of fuch falfe accounts difcovers both weaknefs 
and wickednefs. 

About ten o’clock on Sunday morning laf, a 
man defcended a well at the fugar houfe in Pine 
iireet, for the purpofe of taking up a piece of 
meat which had fallen, and was immediately de- 
prived of the power of helping himfelf; upon 
which another man defcended to affift him, who 
was alfo thus taken, and there perithed together. 
The fubjeéts of this melancholy cataftrgphe are 
Philip Myer and Matthew Nipolt. Whether it 
was the corrupt ftate of the air in the well, or 
the difference between the heat of their bodies 
and that air, which produced this unhappy effect, 

!zemained a queftion, until about twelve o'clock, 

‘when a man defcended gradually te afcertain the 
fact, and found a fenfible change ; another then 
tried in like manner, in order to raife the dead 
bodies, but alfo returned, the air being fo denfe 
that a candle extinguifhed four feet from the fur- 
face. ‘The well was then fumigated, and two 
men defcended and raifed the dead bodies in 
fafety. ‘This is one of the nrany tnftances of the 
kind which has happened in this and foreign 
countries. 
Extract of a letter from Philadelphia, of Sep. r. 

«* The greateit confternation and alarm prevail 
here in confequence of the repeated affurances 
we receive of the deplorable fituation of New. 
York. You will therefore not be furprifed at 
our citizens flopping all communications between 
the two cities, when I acquaint you that it 1s 
currently reported and believed that upwards of 
fifteen hundred perfons have already fallen vict- 
ims to the prevailing mortal contagion, and that 
a few days fince no lefs than two hundred carca- 
fes were brought to the Battery and burnt in a 
heap. We alfo learnt from the lateft accounts, 
that the great guns from the Battery are fired in 
every ftreet, the explofions of which had brought 
feveral of the largeft houfes in the city to the 
ground! May God in his mercy, purify you— 
Farewell !’”’

—The Moors, 
who had detained two Swedes, have liberated 
them, and have given them five months to bring 
on their yearly prefents, which by the*lateft ac- 
counts from Stockholm were already embarked; 
fo that there is no veffel now fo fecure as a 
Swede.” 

Extract of a letter from a gentleman at Norfolk 
to his friend in Philadelphia, dated the 12th of 
Augutt. 
«© A fever rages here fo violently, that there 

is not been fewer than from five to eight buried 

daily for ten days paft; fome of our moft refpec- 
table merchants aré dead, and numbers now ly- 
ing in a dangerous fituation; there is a aap 
gloom over the countenance of every perion you 
meet—fome fay it is the Yellow Fever; two or 
three days illnefs carries them off.” 

Boston, Auguft 26. . 

By an arrival here from Nantz, on Sunday, 
we have been favoured with French papers to Ju- 
ly 2 They contain an account of the naval action 
between their fleet, and the Britith under Lord 
Bridport, which differs from that already publifh- 
ed in but few particulats. The French fay that 
the Englith fleet confifted of 22 fail of the line, 
befides frigates ; theirs of but 12 fail of line, two 
64’s cut down, § frigates, and a few {maller vef- 
fels. ‘They mention the lofs of the Tyger, For- 
midable, aud Alexander; and that the Englifh 
fleet ftill remained in Quiberon bay. That they 
had landed at Croific from 5 to 10 thoufand emi- 
grants, who were to join the Chouans, who are 
{till in rebellion in the vicinity of Mantz. Thefe 
events deprefs not the fpirits of the people in the 
leaft. oe 

Aftér the battle, Lord Bridport fummoned the
